Developing Pecan + 
Work Constantly in Effort 
to Grow Ideal Nut .., 


Fruition of Groves 


SAN ANTONIO (Tex.) Aug. 8.— 
A monument of living trees, built 
by living men for the benefit of 
future generations, is the vision of 
their work expressed by two Smith 
county residents. 

Splicing the sprig of one tree to 
the tiny root of another, with toll 
requited only through years of pa- 
tience, R. W. Fair and E. C. But- 
of Tyler, Tex., have been 
laboring dally for fifteen years to 
produce an ideal pecan for Texas, 
and yet their enterprise may not 
reach its k of fruition for fifty 
years to come. 

In a laboratory of 34.000 trees, 
covering 1000 acres, Butterfield,

 INSTATE 
INCREASE 


Report Declares - Larger 
Number in Custody 


(BY A. P. NICHT WIRE) 
SACRAMENTO, Aug. %.—The 
annual report of C. 8. Morrill, su- 
perintendent of the State Bureau 
of Crimfnal Identification, which 
was made public here today, shows 
that there was a large increase in 
arrests for crime in California dur- 
ing the last year as compared with 
the previous year. 

Morrill’s' report, which is based 
upon the number of arrests re- 
ported to his office by police au- 
thorities in all parts of the State, 
shows that while in a few cases 
the arrests for offenses against the 
law were less than during the pre- 
vious year, the total of 26,062 is 
3340 arrests in excess of the ar- 
rests of the preceding year. 

As a rule, only felony and high 
misdemeanor cases are reported to 
Morrill’s office. The superintend- 
ent’s report covers the period from 
June 1, 1924, to June 30, last. 

Arrests for murder totaled 331, 
as compared with 274 for the year 
1923-24. While on the face of 
this it would appear that murders 
increased, Morrill explained that 
murders actually decreased, al- 
though arrests increased, due to 
the fact that in a number of liq- 
uor hijacking and similar cases 
numerous arrests were made for a 
single killing.

VITAMIN FOILS PURSUERS 


Pesky Critter Known to Exist in Food But Chemists’ 
Hunt Vain, Hygienic Expert Explains 


What great chemical expert will gain undying fame by capturing 
the elusive vitamin? Many have tried it, but it seems not a member 
of the entire vitamin family yet has been cornered. 


Dr. A Seidel, assistant chemist 
in the hygienic laboratories of the 
United States Public Health Service 
in Washington, has spent twelve 
years in the pursuit, and though he 
feels he's getting “warmer” all the 
time, he hasn't been able to drag 
the shy vitamin out. of its hiding 
place. Dr. R. A. Dutcher, head of 
the chemistry department of Penn- 
sylvania State College, spent an 
almost equal number of .years in 
the quest, but he's no nearer the 
goal than Dr. Seidel. 

Both attended the convention 
of the American Chemica! Society 
at the Biltmore and told something 
about their protracted vitamin 


hunt and also what will probably 


happen when they isolate the 


‘pesky critter. 


“The trouble is, nobody knows 
exactly what the vitamin is.” said 
Dr. Seidel. “All we know Is that it 
exists. We have found this out by 


watchi its resulta. We know it's 


the vital slement in food and that 
some foods contain. more thar 
others. We also know that if a 
living animal organism is deprived 
of its vitamins it ceases to live.” 
Three forms of vitamins are 
known definitely to exist. They 
have been styled A, B and ©. They 
are found in different kinds of 
food and differ tin their effects. A 
fourth and possibly a fifth have 
given hints of their existence, but

There are almost twice as many 


in all the rest of the world put to- 
Sether, according to a bulletin is- 
sued by the Pacific Telephone and 
Telegraph Company. Out of a to- 
tal of 24,576,121 telephones in use 
throughout the world on January 
1, 1924, there were 15,369,454—or 
63 per cent—in the united States 
of America, Europe had 6,390,766 
telephones on that date, or 26 per 
cent of the world’s total. The re- 
maining 2,815,902 telephones, com- 
prising 11 per cent 6f the whole, 
were scattered tHroughout Asia, 
Africa, Oceania and the Western 
Hemisphere outside of the United 


States. 

While we had-in this country 
one telephone for every seven per- 
sons, in all other countries co 
bined there was but one telephone 
for every 185 inhabitants. The 
telehone systems of the wérid. 
showed a net growth of 1.617.291 
telephones during 1928. Of these, 
-well over half, were

the United States.

On that date there 18.7 tele- 
phones for every 100 population in 
the United States, as compared 
with 3.8 in Germany, 2.5 in Great 
Britain,/1.5 in France and 0.4 in 
Italy. The countries approaching 
nearest to the American record. in 
were Canada, with 11 
eiephones per 100 persons, and 
Denmark, with 8.7. These figures 
take on addéd significance when 
it ig recalled that most of the tele- 
phones, h in Canada and Den- 
mark, owned and operated by 
private enterprises, as in the 
United States, while the relatively 
underdeveloped telephone- systems 
of Germany, Great Britain and 
France are.under government own- 
ership. The Japanese telephone 
service, which is also a govern- 
ment monopoly, showed a develop- 
‘ment of only 0.8 telephones per 
100 population. Many thousands 
of telephones were destroyed in 
the earthquake of September, 192% 
but even prior to that disaster 
pan never attained a development 
of as much as one hone. for 
every 100. persons. € 


CONVERSATION FIGURES 
This survey .also shows ‘that 
Americans use the telephone much 
oftener than Europeans. In 1923 
the average American had 184.6 
convereations by telephone, while 
the average German had 31.1; the 
Frenchman, 20.8; the Englishman, 
20.4, and the Italian, 8 In this 
the ScandineVians made a 
much better showing than other 
Europeans, with 128.7 telephone 
conversations per or? during |. 
1933 in Denmark, 199.6 in Nor- 
way and $6.8 in Sweden, but even

Telephone development abroad is 
largely concentrated in the more 
important cities. Lohdon and Paris, 
for instance, each has over one- 
third of all the telephones in their 
respective countries. In compari- 
son with American cities, however, 
they make a poor showing. On 
January 1, 1924, London had 65.4 
for- ever 100 persons; 
Paris, 7, and Berlin, 9.8. Stock- 
holm was the only Buropean capi- 
tal which had attained a telephone 
development comparable to that of 
several American cities. Even 
Stockholm'’s record of 24.6 tele- 
phones per 100 persons was sur- 
passed by such cities as San Fran- 
cisco, with 28.8 telephones for ev- 
ery: 100 inhabitants, Omaha with 
28.8 and Minneapolis with 24.8. 
New York City alone, with 1,186,- 
573 telephone on January 1, 1924.

FOR BEACH CLUBS 

There. are now five beach clubs 
within the corporate limits of 
Santa Monica. Each owns its par- 
ticular strip of strand from which 
nonmembers are barred. These 
are the Crescent Bay Yacht Club, 
which is in temporary Jquarters 
near the north end of the tity, the 
Beach Club, adjacent to the yacht 
club, the Santa Monica Athletic 
Club further south and the two 
new organizations, the Edgewater 
and the Casa Del Mar clubs. The 
latter two are located in the cen- 
ter of the bathing zone, th part 
of the ocedh front whe the 
greatest number of pleasure seek - 
ers and bathers assemble. 

A bather in a few years, Mr.

Here 
hundreds of automobiles can be 
seen parked, with tents on the 
beaches and thousands. of swim- 
mers in the water. Anaheim Land- 
ing is more or less restricted, with 
Seal Beach generally open. 


Manhattan Beach has two miles 
of water line along which bathers 


may disport themselves in and out 
of the water free of charge. Three- 
quarters of a mile of the water 
front is owned by the city and the 
other one and one-quarter miles is 
privately owned. The private own- 
ers do not object to the swimmers. 

Hermosa Beach there is ap- 
proximately one and one-half 
miles of beach, all owned by the 
city, with the .exception of about 
420 feet adjoining the plier.

Some of the views of creation 
remind one of the old darkey 
preacher's attempted explanation 
of how It all started.

One would a 
that some of it hed been drying 
ever sinse. “My grandfather's way 
is good enough for me,” is the slo- 
gaa used to combat progress along 
either religitus or scientific lines. 
In the crystalized prejudices which 
cluster about the great unfoldment 
of the universal life there is no 
room for ever-increasing light and 
knowledge; or wider glimpses of 
truth, with deeper ‘indsrstanding. 
The wonder is that anyone can 
gaze at the heavens on a starry 
night, see the countless suns and 
systems that are unfolding and 
then lNmit the Great Creator of the 
universe to a translated version of 
n cosmic fact. It is equally strange 
that any scientist can be content 
to dig about among rocks, fossil- 
ized remains and slowly degenerat- 
ing forms and deny the spiritual 
side of creation and man. Or if 
biological experiments to deny the 
divine origin of all life. All these 
widely divergent controversialists 
are equally wide of the mark. 
When the Master of masters trod 
the streets of Jerusalem human na- 
ture was very much the same as it 
is today. We haven't really 
progressed as far as our conceit 
would like to make us believe we 
have. When He taught the wait- 
ing multitudes from the hillsides He 
was confronted by a situation simi- 
lar to that which exists today. 
There were skeptics who denied 
the existence of anything but what 
could be contacted with the phy- 
sical senses.

Fieet, the highest commission be- 
stbwed on a naval officer afloat, 
and who is charged with carrying 
out the operations of four distinct 
fleets and squadrons; battle fleet, 
scouting fleet (Atlantic) Asiatic 
Fieet, and the American squadron 
operating in Eurepean waters. 
The fleets mentioned, however, 
are under a separate head, three 
admirais and one vice-admiral, but 
the ecémmander-in-chief directs 
the joint maneuvers and issues or- 
ders which come to him from the 
chief of the Bureau of Naval Op- 
erations, under the persona! direc- 
tion of the Secretary of the Navy. 
Rear-Admiral Charies Frederick 
Hughes, present director of feet 
training, who is now with the bat- 
tle fleet on the Australian cruise, 
will relieve Admiral Robison as 
of the battle 
fieet. This is the second highest 
Office afloat, and charges the com- 
mander with carrying out the op- 
erations as directed the other 
two high commands, Chief of 
Naval Operations and commander- 
in-chief of the United States 


Rear-Admira!l Richard Harrison 
Jackson, at present assistant to 
the Chief of Naval Operations, will 
take the third highest office afloat 
tm the battle fleet when he re- 
Heves Vice-Admiral Henry A. Wil- 
ey as commander of battleship di- 
visions. 


VARIOUS CLASSES 
The operations of a fleet may 
be summed up as follows: The 
word “fleet” denotes the aggrega- 
tion of forces of various classes of 
vessels in one organization under 
one command. The vessels Of the 
United States Navy are divided in- 
to four fleets as stated above. In 
general, the several fleets and units 
thereof are commanded by “flag 
offters,” ranking above captain, as 
follows: Two or more divisions 
form a squadron, which is com- 
manded by a vice-admiral; two or 
more ships forma division, which 
is commanded by a rear-admiral. 
The destroyer force is divided into 
‘divisions and squadrons, the whole 
commanded by a rear-admirat. In 
addition to the above the follow- 
ing forces, each usually cofhmand- 
ed by a rear-admiral, go to make 
up the fleet, cruiser squadron, sub- 
marine detachment, mine detach- 
ment and train force. The train 
force of a fieet includes hospital 
ships, repair vessels, tugs, mine 
supply vessels and fuel 


second fleet of importance 
to the battle fleet is the scouting 
of the Atlantic, at present 
nded by Vice-Admiral Jo- 
siah Slutts MeKean, who will re- 
main in command of the fleet at 
least another year.

ASIATIC FLEET 


The Asiatic Fleet, at present in 
command of Admiral Thomas

tons displacement being retained 
on the Asiatic station. Our ves- 
sels in the Far Bast are mostly 
gunboats for river patrol duty, 
and are divided into three separate 
units, the Yangtse patrol, South 
China patrol and the Manila, P.

fourth fleet, European 
Squadron, at present under the 
command of Vice-Admiral Phillip 
Andrews, will be transferred to 
the command of Rear Admiral 
Roger Welles on October 1.

duty in home waters. Admiral 
Welles, at resent in command of

Rear Admiral Ashley H. Robert- 
son, present commandant of the 
Eleventh Naval ‘District, composed 
of the Southern California naval 
establishments, will be relieved, of 
his command this fall, but no an- 
nouncement has yet been made of 
who his relief will be. It was said 
a short time ago that Admiral 
Robert E. Coontz, present com- 
mander-in-chief of the United 
States fleet, would relieve Admiral 
Robertson. 


BROTHERS-IN-LAW 

A queer coincidence in naval an- 
nals is the fact that brothers-in-law 
will be the highest flag officers of 
the navy when the flag of Admiral 
Coontz is hauled down from the 
administrative ship Seattle in San 
Diego harbor on October 4, and 
that of Admiral Robison hoisted, 
and when the flag of Admiral Robi- 
son is hauled down from the - 
ship California and that of Ad- 
miral Hughes is hoisted. The two 
later admirals married sisters. 
daughters of the late Rear Admiral 
Charies E. Clark, who died in Long 
Beach two years ago. Admiral 
Clark commanded the old battle- 
ship Oregon on her famous run 
from San Francisco to Jupiter In- 
let, Fla., at the outbreak of the 
Spanish-American war.

Must Carry Compensation 
to Protect Salesmen 
Officials of Fund Rule- 


Real estate brokers are required 


ancé for the protection of their 


salesmen, as well as their office 
force, according to information re- 
ived by the lifornia Real Es- 
© Association from the State 
compensation insurance fund at 
San. Francisco. 
The letter reads in part: 
“The particular section of the 
compensation law to which you 
have referred (Sec. 29.) as 
amended, makes it obligatory on 
all California employers (except 
those excluded from the law, such 
as farmers, household domestics 
and employers of casual labor) to 
secure Payment of compensation 
by either carrying insurance with 
one or more duly authorized com- 
pensation insurance carriers au- 
thorized to write compensation in- 
surance in thie State, or by se- 
curing from the commission a 
certificate of consent to self-in- 


re. 
“Fallure to secure the payment 
of compensatien either manner 
is made a misde nor and pun- 
ishable by a fine of not more than

Although it ils only twenty-one 
miles across the channel, the ac- 
complishment of the feat involves 
a swim ef anything up to sixty 
miles, owing to the heavy drift 
eaused by the strong tides here, 
where the North Sea and the wa- 
ters of the Atlantic ‘Ocean meet. 


MANY DIFFICULTIES 
The fascination of the English 


Channel for swimmers undoubted- 
ly Mes in the difficulties to be faced. 
The flood tide coming up the chan- 
nel from the Atlantic runa for near- 
ly seven hours east of Dover.. Then 
there is the ebb tide settl back 
to the westward, toward the At- 
lantic, for five hours. Ordinarily 
these tides run at a speed of four 
to five miles an hour, and follow- 
ing strong winds may even increase 
this rate. There is, however, & 
' Period of slack tides known as the 
neap tides, when the currents slow 
down to about two miles per howr. 
The siackest period of these neap 
tides is between July and Septem- 
ber. Therefore, these months are 
usually selected for the channel

One of the most important steps 
in the devélopment of basketbal! 
as national and imternational 
sport was taken recently by the 6ffi- 
clale of the enw Eastern League 
when it was voted to adopt the in- 
tercollegiate rules as the governing 
laws of the professional for next 
season. 

This move was brought about 
mainly through the influence of 
Judge Eugene C. Bonniweil, the 
president of the organization. The 
jurist made the proposal, fought for 
it and finally saw it passed unani- 
mously. 

It is one of the most sweeping, 
changes that has come into pro- 
fessional basketball in many years, 
end yet it passed the governing 
board without a Scopes vote. It 
was suggested and passed at the 
same meet 

Basketball long has been strug- 
gling under a diuial code. It was 
very apparent that the greatest 
need ip the game was uniform 
rules, but the professionals and 
amateurs each stood by their own 
laws and there seemed little chance 
of the one giving in to the ather.
